The Bcenea that uu unsorupulovia 
and designing Opposition have provoked 
during the presont session have caused 
many admirers of Free Government to 
hang their heads in shame, and has 
shaken confidence in the flmeas of tho 
oouutry for representutivo institutions. 
The leader of the Opposition, we all know, 
is an open and avowed enemy of Eespon- 
Bible Government. When sittiug in the 
Legislative Council oa a Governmeut 
nominee (he having beou previously re- 
jected by the popular votii of Lillooet 
District as a member) , ho spokound voted 
against Kesponsible Government. Duly a

EUROPE 

BcOBABaST, April C— Russians have 
renewed contracts for supplies and trans- 
portation which woro cnucoUad after the 
signature of the trunty. 

A special to tho Cologne Gazette from 
Vienna says England has informed Rus- 
sia that she intends to occupy certain 
strategical points unless Buasia immedi- 
ately proposes a frank modification of the 
treaty. 

Vienna, April G. — Count Audrassy has 
replied to Lord Salisbury dooluring that 
he also regards the accoptanco of tho 
treaty as impossible aud asking for speoif- 
io stipulations from England. 

It is euid Prince Gortsuhakoff will make 
a similar request. Russia is secretly ne- 
gotiating for a largo loan. 

St. Peter«ijuko, April 6. — A dispatch 
dated yesterday evening saya Lord Salis- 
bury's circular wna commuuicatod to 
Prince Gortachakoff this morning. It is 
said in official circles that many of tho 
British obj ctiona might have been re- 
moved in the Congress, but now the door 
is closed against concession. It is diffi- 
cult, therefore, to imagino any pacilio 
solution. Tho moat plausible proposal, 
pernapa, is that Congress should be called 
to consider the modificatious nncessury 
in tho treaties of 'otj aud '71. Little faith, 
however, is placed in such ingonious pro 
po.sals. A majority of the oilu-iiil world 
and of the jjublic regard war as inovitublo 
and show no dispo.-ition to shriuk fnim 
tho grave cousoqneuces ot a long ttrugijle 
which they pretty olearly foresee. 

Yesterday, in Moscow, at a meeting of 
the society to aid Russian maritime com- 
merce, it was unanimously resolved to 
opou Bub-oriptioua throughout Huaaia to 
organize a volunteer fieet ofliyht vessels 
for destroying the euemy's commoryo nud 
to request theOzarovitch to accept hono- 
rary prosideuoy of the central committee. 

EASTERN SPATES. 
New York, April G.— Tribuna's Wash- 
ington correspondent interviewed sovorul 
Senators on Blair's Maryland ruacilntions 
to unseat Hayes. Davis and Morgan both 
agreed that the Snpreme Court of the U. 
S., if the case was brought to its atten- 
tion, would hold that Congress has al- 
ready exercised its rcssrvo power under 
tho Constitution to settle the prcsidontial 
dilHculty bv the election of an clectund 
commission.

The lirat psalm 
for the day, tho 116th, ho read in a loud 
and excited tone, and when ho came to the 
verso ''The pains of hell gut holil upon 
me; I shall Und trouble andheavinecs.und 
I will call upon the name ot the Lord," 
ho Buddeuly stopped abort, glared wildly 
at the cougrcgatiou, and throwing hi.s 
arms frantically around his head, ahouted 
out again and agaio, "I will call on him. 
Yes, by heaven, I will." The people 
wero seized with panic, and the ladies 
ruahed to tbe dcor.s, while aoveral gentle- 
mod run tip to seize Mr. Barton, who had 
fallen heavily from tho readiup; desk to 
the floor.

Monday, April 8. 

Mr. Speaker took the cbuirat 11 a. m. 

Hon. Mr, Elliott moved that tlio Orders 
of the Day bo proooedod with— first on 
which was Oommittee of Supply. 

Mr. Walkem moved in amendment that 
tho House proceed immedi.iteiy to the 
oonsideratioa of tho Quartz Bill. 

A long debate took pluoo, it being con- 
tended by tho Government party tbat tho 
amendment was out of order on the 
groandsthat a private member cannot 
ooll up a governmout mensuro without 
their consent; also on tho gronntla thut 
tho only question to be considered by tho 
House was "Shall the Orders of the Day 
be read?" If it were resolved in tho af- 
flrmativo then amendments could be of- 
fsrod to the routino of tho Orderd. The 
Opposition on the other hand contended 
thftt they wero entitled to rogulato the 
Orders as to them might seem lit. 

Tho debate, which at timcu became ir- 
regular and of a very acrimonious charac- 
ter, was continued till 12.1o, wbeu the 
House took recess. 

THB NANAIMO SIIilKU. 

After rocasB Hon. iVIr. Elliott rosa to a 
quaation of privilege. Tlio leader of the 
Opposition had, on Saturday, cbarged 
him with making a falae statomeat in oon- 
neotion with tho visit of the gunboat Roe- 
ketto Departure Bay on the 13th April, 
1877. In reply to an hon. member, ho 
(Mr. E.) had stated that tho visit had not 
been made nnder instriiotiouH from the 
Government, who wero not and could not 
bo avaro at tho time of the i)roceGclingH 
"wkioh took place or of tho exact locality 
of the veBSel,aB she was under orders at that 
pgrtioular period to proceed to the uorth- 
wett O09«i; in search ot reported survivors 
of the lost steamer G. S. Wright. He now 
had tho permission of Oapt. Harris, of H. 
M.S. Rocket, to inform the House that 
ke had called on 13th April at Departure 
Bay to coal on his return from tho crnise 
north; that when there ho had boon asked to 
assist the civil authorities in tho preserva- 
tion of ord^sr-and had calledjfor-^olanteers 
and had on his own anthbhty landed the 
men. Tho leader of the Opposition who, 
from his intimacy with the circumstances 
in connection with the troubles at Nanai- 
mo, must have been aware of these facts. If 
he was, then he had been guilty of reck- 
lessness in making the charge. Tho min- 
ers would perhaps have fared much bet: 
ter if the hon. gentleman had not been 
■0 intimate with tho circumstances as ho, 
nnfortunntely for them, was. [Hear, hear] 
Mr. Walkom replied and attempted to 
substantiate bis assertion. Ho contended 
that the visit of H. M. S. Eocket ou April 
18th, 1877, was mado in accordance with 
an order issued by the Government on 
Peb. 27th, 1877. With reference to his 
advice to his clients in connection with 
the-strike, ho read a copy of a letter writ- 
t(|ii by him to them, racoramending thorn 
to s);bi?iit their differences to arbitration, 
^e submitted that his conduct had been 
inoit honorable, and assorted that bad it 
npt beun for an objection raised by 3Ir. 
Dunamuir tho arbitration before Sir Mat- 
thew B. Begbio wonld actually have boon 
held. His clients had only withdrawn 
thoir assent to (ihe arbitration when they 
learnt that-it. would not be compttlaory 
for Mr. iDnnsmnir's private business 
and would not cover claims for false 
weights, etc. Hia (Mr. W.'s) advice to 
tho men from first to last was to muintaiu 
peace and seoure tho best terms possible 
from thoir employers. Ho contended 
that the reports in both papers bora out 
his assertion mado on Saturday, challeng- 
ing tha veracity of the GoTirnment. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that ou Saturday 
tho leader of tho Opposition had charged 
tha leader of tho Government with falso- 
Ijood. Tho loader of tho Governmout at 
thaji time was not in a position, owing to 
the charge being suddenly sprung, upon 
him, to fully explain tho circumstances in 
connection with the casoj but the explan 
Mtion ho had just mado he (Mr. S.) con- 
• tended hud most satisfactorily proved tho 
• accusation to bo throughl;y^ falsa. The 
return of oorresoondeoAi distinctljr bore 
out the leader o! the OTvornmont in' his 

!xplanation and showed that theordev for 
I.'M.S. Rocket to jA-oceod to Xiiaaimo 
W(i8 issued on Feb. 27th, 1877, and that 
pn March 18th, 1877, hon. Mr. Elliott had 
mado a most eixjlicit answer to Mr. Wal- 
kem explaining the reason for tho dispatch 
of the gunboAt. : ^he SheriffnTisitedSran- 
aimo soma tiino afterwards; but the Gov- 
ernment did notsnd could not know of tho 
gnnboat: calling iu at Departure Bay on 
' pn April 13th as she was then eupposcd 



to bo cruising under orders of tho Gov- 
ornmont ia search of reported survivors 
of the lost steamer Geo. S. Wright. On 
returning from the North the gunboat 
had, howovar, called as usual at Depar- 
ture Bay for coal and it was absurd to 
state that the Government could possibly 
know of her whereabouts at that tima. 
Frosnmahly she was cruising off tlia 
Noi-tb-West coast. Another Order in 
Council would have been necessary for 
an oflicial visit of the gunboat to Nanaimo 
ou April 13th, as tJio order for tho first 
visit was issued almost a month previous 
and could not remain iu force for an un- 
limited period. Tho falsehood instead of 
being on tho side of tho leader of the 
GovornmoDt was on that of the loader of 
the Opposition who should bo compelled 
to retract his statement and opologizo to 
tho House. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Armstrong contended that as the 
original instructions had never been coun- 
tormaaded tho visit of the gunboat to De- 
parture Bay on April 13th was made un- 
der them. 

Mr. Gordon said ha had been so sur- 
prised by tho charge mado by tho leader 
of tho OppoHition that instead of trusting 
to his memory ho had oxaminod tho docu- 
ments relative to tho natter under dis- 
cussion. Ho logretted very much and all 
regretted it that there ever was any occa- 
sion for Bending the gunboat to Nanaimo, 
but ho could not let the present opportu- 
nity pass without ofToring a. few remarks. 
Tho mombor for Como.x had accused him 
of deserting his constituents in thoir hour 
of trial, but ho (Mr. G.) contended that 
the accusation was as false as false could 
be. When the men wero arrested in tho 
streets of Victoria he had not slipped off 
us he mijtht have done; but ho had made a 
point of being present at their trial and 
of oft'ering them all the sympathy ho 
could possibly extend. (Hear.) With i 
reference to the proposal for arbitration 
ho (Mr. Gordon) knew for a faot that at a 
mooting held at Wellington tho miners 
had all agreed to it but that joit about 
tbat time their advocate, tho leader of tho 
Opposition, suddenly loft Victoria for 
Niiiiaimo, why nobody knew, but, strange 
to say, tho submittal to arbitration was 
immediately afterwards refused by tho 
committee of the minors, although the 
men themselves were never cousultad 
notwithstanding that thoy had agreed to 
it. He Wrts credibly informed that had it 
been put to tho vote of tho men they 
would never have refused arbitration, in 
fact, they could not, having petitioned 
tho Government for tho appointment of a 
commission. It was to bo regretted that 
a matter like this should bo ogain revived 
for merely political purposes, but po far 
aa tho member for Comoi was concerned 
that gentleman could throw out what 
aspersions ho thought fit and wheu and 
where he doomed proper, ho, (Mr. G.) 
however, felt satisfied that he bad done 
his duty in tho premises and not neglect- 
ed his constituents as bad been charged. 
Tha statement to tha contrary could not 
bo borne out by facts and ho was satisfied 
the hon. member knew so when ho made 
it. He (Mr. G.) was willing to loavo tho 
question at any time to the people he re- 
presented and ho had ersry oonfideuoo 
thoy would support him in what he said 
and did. (Hear.) 

i\[r. Fisher said that it was evident tha 
reply mado by the leador of the Opponi- 
tion was an attempt to burk tho question. 
In sporting terms ho had drawn a red 
herring across the trail and'had neglestod 
to make the amende honoraileTrMoh, from 
a defect either in education or constitu- 
tion, he seemed to bo incompetent to do. 
With reforouce to tho visit of H. M. S. 
Eocket to Departure Bay on tho 13th 
April tho House had Capt. Harris' word 
for it that ho went there to coal and not 
nuder instructions from tho Govornment. 
Oapt. Harris was sailing under Admiralty 
ordors, which ho well understood, and he 
had it in his power to land his men wheu 
and where ho thought fit for the protection 
of life or property. He thought that ho bad 
in this instance acted judioiously. Tho 
accusation mado by the loader of tha Op- 
position was intended to defame a minis- 
ter, It was made for a base, unworthy 
and cowardly purpose. For a jiurposo 
which a man of honor would not and durst 
not resort to elsewhere. But here "the 
protection of sergeant-at-arma and Mr. 
Speaker was expected. Tho hon, gentlo- 
mon then charactarized tho speech of tha 
leader of the Opposition as an advertise- 
ment for his profession and alluded to tho 
faot that the Opposition always cheered 
when a charge was made against a minis- 
ter, whereas when guilt was implied the 
very reverse yas the case and the sym- 
pathy of an audience always wont with 
the criminal. Those very cheers he con- 
tended pointed to tho innocence of the 
leador of the Government. 

After further debate in which Messrs. 
numphrey8,Tolmieand Boaven took part, 
Hon. Mr. Elliott again explained that 
when, on tho 13th April, H. M.S. Eocket 
visited Departure Bay she was under or 
ders from the Governmont-to investigate 
tho loss of tho steamer Geo. S. Wright 
and had no orders whatever at that time 
to take anyproceedings whatever iu connec- 
tion with tho miners' strike. Far from 
the Govornment attempting to shift the 
responsibility to Captain Harris that gen- 
tlemen had yesterday informed him that 
ho had of hia own responsibility called for 
volunteers to assist the Sheriff. Tho Gov- 
orcment could uot possibly be cognizant 
of tho prosonca of tha vessel at Departure 
Bay. To show that the orders issued un- 
der date of February 27tli woro not of a 
continuous nature tho hon. gentleman 
pointed out that fresh orders wore issued 
for the Rocket to proceed to Nanaimo oh 
April 23rd, 1877. This would not have 
been the case if tho commission wore gen- 
eral or continuous. (Hoar, hocr.) 

Mr. VCalkem said that the whole debate 
bad arisen from the omission in the re- 
turn of tho Order in Council dated Feb- 
ruary 27th, 1877. Ho thought at the time 
he charged tho loader of tho Qovornmont 
with falsehood that ho had ample grounds 
for doing so, and that H.M.S. Eocket had 
what ho termed a roving commission, 

Hon. Mr, E^io|t then luovpd an amend- 
ment to thV 'motion for considering the 
Quartz Bill flrat, viz; that the Quartz Bill 
should not b« considered first but next in 
order after tho nooessary Estimates. 

Mr. Walkem said this was just the some 
thiug over again and read from i'odd to 
prove that governments have no right to 
esleot or withhold measures, and said tho 
goverhmant could dissolve the Houao as 
soop as they liked ratlier than the Oppo- 
sition would waivp th^jir right with rdfer- 
enco to the money vote. 

Mr. Fisher soid he could not see that 
tho govornment wero withholding any 
hill, much less the Quartz Bill, for it had 
been brought up from No, 20 to No. 2, 
and had the House on Saturday at onco 
proqeaded to tha Orders of the Day tha 



discussion, and would in all probability 
have been passed before 12 o'clock to- 
night. But the Opposition were obsti- 
nate and wanted the Quartz Bill consider- 
ed first. He considered that those gen- 
tlemen who wero working for tha 
government should have their salaries or 
payments passed at once. That was 
eortainly a moro important matter than 
tho Quartz Bill; yet he was firmly of 
opinion, taking the remaining bills in the 
order of their importance, that the Quartz 
Bill should certainly come next. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho Ojjposition 
wanted the Quartz Bill read first; the 
Government on tho otherhand thought tho 
question of supply should come first. Ho 
believed the majority in the House should 
have a say in this matter and that they 
should not bo subservient to one or two 
minority members.- A great deal had been 
said about desorters from tke Opposition 
riuks. The loader of tho Opposition's 
lieutenant was a doaorter, and so woro 
several others on his side, so ho thought 
the least said about deserters the better 
for tho Opposition. Ho (Mr. S.) had 
hoped that tho conference would havo 
arranged mattorg so that tho business of 
tho House could havo boon proceaded, but 
no! tho document bsforo him iu Mr. 
Walkem's handwriting proved the con- 
trary and he was astonished that he (Mr. 
W.) should attempt to dictate to tho gov 
ernment as to the passage of an Act drawn 
up by the govornment and one considered 
by that govornment of vital importance. 
It was absurd and childish to ask tho gov- 
ernment to guarantee the passage of acts 
which thoy had bean at great trouble to 
prepare and considered of great impor- 
tance. Again, why should tho Cariboo 
trunk road, and nono other, be considered 
entitled to repairs. As reported l)y 
the S/andai-d, tho loader of tho Opposi- 
tion wished salaries to ho paid. All he (Mr. 
S.) could say on this was tiiat that gen- 
tleman never made any such statement in 
thoHouso; all ho cared for was Cariboo, 
and no other district in tho Province. The 
document wos nothing more than an aloo- 
tionooring paper and was to bo shown iu 
Cariboo District with tho remark "look 
what I have done for your District." Tho 
lender of tho Covernmont, what had ho 
done? Had ho asked for nothing but what 
would benefit Victoria (his District)? Nol 
ho had not been so solfish. Ho asked 
for sulliciont money to carry ou tha 
business of tho country till tho now Par- 
liament should meet, this Todd says can- 
not be refused without the Opposition 
laying themselves open to the stigma of 
faction. In England tborois no nocessity 
for a vote on snlarios as thoy hare a civil 
service f nnd which is alwayd available for 
that purpose. Tho leader of tho Govern- 
ment again had gone further and wanted 
mouoy for tli« repairs of tha Cariboo 
trunk road and all othor highways, pay- 
ments of contracts, and money for the 
dry dock, &c. Ho oontoudod that the 
Government had made a fair proposition 
at tho oonferenee to arrange matters sat- 
isfactorily ;but the Opposition, contrary to 
all parliamentary practice, had rofusod to 
entertain them. Speaking of the Consti- 
tution Bill tho hon. gentleman said the 
Government had not been defeated ou 
that question for tho Honso had passed 
tho Bill through its second rending there- 
by admitting its principle; tho Opposi- 
tion then resorted to unparliaraeutary ob- 
struction and made use of thoir long- 
winded speeches to talk against time. 
The Govsrnmsnt wore still determined 
to Bt^nd or fall on this bill and 
it will bo a plank in their plat- 
form at the polls. (Hear, hear.) Tha bill 
was still on tho Orders of tho Day; but 
was not callod up on account of the ob- 
struction such as a short time ago existed 
in the Eaglish House of Commons when 
some few Irish members delayed tho 
business for hours and boars. (Langhtar, ) 
The government asked also a fair consi- 
deration of the Constitution Amendment 
Bill, brought in to give Nanaimo, Cassiar 
and New Weacminster extra represonta- 
tiou. [Mr. Walkom here loft the House.] 
The leader of the Opposition had broken 
a solemn pledge given to the people of 
Nanaimo and the House in 1874, that 
there should bo arodiitribation. Ho had 
bean called ou to fulfil that pledge but 
had refused. Again, two years ago 
ho had time after time urged 
upon the Govarnment tho nocessity for a 
redistribution and had last year blamed 
Government for uot bringing in a bill to 
give Manaimo an extra member and 
Cassiar a member. And whut does he do 
nov when a bill for rodistributiou is 
brought iu? He opposes it, and also tho 
bill proposed to be substituted for that 
former bill. Neither the leader of the 
Opposition nor tha senior member for 
Victoria dare got up in thoir seats and 
speak in favor of Kooteuay having two 
members, and against Nanaimo and Cas- 
siar having additional lepresaniatiou; but 
instead of this they attempt to prevont the 
bill coming up for discussion. The Gov- 
ernment bad no wish whatever to prevent 
tho passing of tho Quartz Bill, especially 
as it was thoir measure; but thoy woro de- 
termined not to be backed down by the 
Opposition, who wero attempting to make 
tha Government appear to oppose their 
own measures. Tho estimates are ad- 
mitted to bo necessary by the leador of 
the Opposition and thoy should therefore 
be at ouce considered. Tho Quartz Bill 
W8S also necessary; so also ATas tho sub- 
stituted Constitution Amoudmont Bill; 
yot in spite of this and tho passages read 
by tho leader of the Opposition, stating 
that when dissolution has baen deter- 
mined on, it should take place as soon as 
possible, and as soon as all uocessi^ry 
measures shall have been passed, thoOppo- 
sition ooutinuo to ofi'er unseemly opposi- 
tiou. The Estimates are among tha 
imperatively necessairy paeasures; aud af- 
ter tboy, are passed, oiher neeessary meas- 
ures may be considered with tho consent 
of the Honso. The Government aro de- 
sirous of getting tho business of tho 
House completed as soon as ijossible, and 
as the Estimates weroaoknowledgod to bp 
necessary by all authorities they would 
be oonsid^fed i^rst. After the Esti- 
mates, th'e^ Quartz ' Act, and then a fair 
consideratioa given to the Constitution 
Bill. The leader of the Opposition had 
taken tho stand that he would rather a 
measure, earnestly desired by his constit- 
ueuta, representing tho moat important 
luiuing district, should be defeated than 
that he should bo ruled by the majority 
of the HouBO. The Opposition aro clearly 
attempting to injure their constituents by 
reftising to pass the Estimates and there- 
by throwing out the Quartz Act. (Oheers)

Hon. Mr. Elliott then stated that on 
Wednesday next Hia Honor the Lieut. ■ 
Governor would come down to prorogue 
the Honse with a view to dissolution. 
House a4journed till 7.80 p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. Beavon resumed speaking iu favor 
Mr. Y^^alkom's amendment and agaiust 
the introduction of the Eepresentation 
Bill. Ho preferred to see dissolution 
rather than resignation of tho Ministry, 
believing the former tho proper course 
to pursue. He was anxious for an appeal 
to tho i^people, (loud laughter) and was 
sorry dissolution had not taken place six 
months ago. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott- If it had wo should 
probably have been deprived of yoxir val- 
uable services now. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Beavon continued at groat length 
and contended that the Government had 
neglected in the Estimates to make pro- 
vision for the payment of interest on 
bonds hold in England. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said he would show 
at tho proper timo that it was uot noces- 
aary to make that provision. 

Mr. Beavon resumed and spoke till 9 
p.m. in favor of tho Opposition proposi- 
tion. He expressed it as bis opinion tbat 
once the necessary Estimates were passed 
no dissolution would take place until next 
winter, oven if then. Ho mistrusted tho 
Government and would not take their 
word to tho contrary. Ho finally moved 
an flmendmont to Mr. Elliott's amend- 
ment to tho effect that the House is of 
opinion that the Quartz Act should bo 
immediately proceeded with and pledges 
itself that it will pass a vote on acoouut 
flufiiciont for tho public service until Juno 
15th, 1878, on condition that the said 
Quartz Bill be passed throu-rh its sovaral 
Btagas and that satisfactory guarantees bo 
given that the House will be immediately 
dissolved after the passage of the vote ou 
account and that no further business will 
be introduced except by tho unanimous 
consent of tho House. . 

A discuision ensued as to whether tho 
amoudmont was in order. 

Mr. Speaker (Mr. Mara) ruled that two 
amendmeuts could not be before the 
Hou«e at the same time. If tt negative 
vote were taken on f<Ir. Walkem's rasoln- 
tion to proceed to the Quartz Bill at once, 
thon hon. Mr. Elliott's amendment be- 
came a substantive resolution could be 
amended as proposed by Mr. Beaven. 

Mr. Ash appealed from Mr. Mara's de- 
cision to Mr. Speakar (Dr. Trimble) who 
sastained Mr. Mara's ruling. 

Mr. Beavon asked the loader of the gov- 
ernment if tho Lieut.-Governor had as- 
sented to dissolution. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that on Wednes- 
day next at 3 o'clock tho Governor wonld 
prorogue tho House us a preparatory step 
to immediate dissolution. 

A vote was ihon taken on Mr. Walkem's 
resolution which was lost and Mr. Bea- 
von's amondmeut then came up for dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Walkem contended that the amend- 
ment moved by the leador of the govern- 
ment would be his political death blow. 
He asserted that the government insisted 
on a postponement of the Quartz Bill 
with tho intention of killing it. (Cries of 
No! no!) That ho stated would bo tho 
fate of the bill aa it was impossible for 
tho House to pass the Estimates by Wed- 
nesday next when it was stated the House 
would be prorogued. If the Estimates 
were not passed first the amendment

To take inte consideration a message from 
His Honor tho Lieut.-Governor referring 
to tho Qualification and Eegiatration of 
Voters' Act;. Tho House to go into Com- 
mittee on the Quartz Bill, and pass a third 
reading thereof to-morrow. The House 
to go into Committee of Supply 
to-morrow at 11 o'olook a. m. and pass 
in a lump sum a vote on aooonnt sufficient 
to cover Salaries, Mainlonauoe of Roads, 
Schools, Administration of Justice, Po- 
lice, Gaols, Asylums and Hospitals to SOfch 
June noxt. To grant $15,000 to 
tho Cariboo Quartz Company and 
make provision for oxiating con 
tracts. Othor Bills to be taken up by 
common consent. No timo to be wasted 
in discussing items. Tho Houso to be 
dissolved this week. Tho writs to be 
issued immediately after dissolution, and 
to be published in Saturday's Oazette. 

The Government par^ were represent 
ed on the informal committee by Messrs. 
Mara, B. Brown nnd Gordon and the Op- 
position by Messrs. Armstrong, Evans 
and Galbruith. Tho proposition sub- 
mitted was agreed to. 

ESTIMATES. 

The House went into committee of sup- 
ply and the sdm of $1600 was granted for 
the Lieutenant-Governor's department 
In Committee the Q. and R. of Voters' 
Bill was amended so as to permit of Min 
isters issuing iiddressos to their oonstitu 
onts, 

QDARTa BILL PASSED. 

The House then went into oommittee 
on the Quartz Bill' which was passed to 
its final stage. - ':
